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Court to decide house sale issue

A Calgary Court of Queen's 
Bench judge will likely decide 
the fate of the controversial sale 
of the Habermehl House. 

George Anderson, a local 
contractor and chairman of the 
town's Tourism and Economic 
Development Board, said he is 
taking town council to court to 
overturn a by-law passed by 
council earlier this month agree¬ 
ing to a sale price of $45,000 for 
the 1911 home 

Anderson, who stood against 
the sale when it was originally 
drafted by council, said he be¬ 
lieves the price is fer too low for 
the historic home 

"I just feel as a tax payer that 
it's the town's responsibility to 
get a fair market value," said 
Anderson who hired a certified 


assessor to determine the mar¬ 
ket value on the home for the 
case. "Especially in today's cir¬ 
cumstances with taxes being 
raised as much as they have." 

Council voted at their August 
3 meeting to accept a private 
offer of sale for the Habermehl 
House for $45,000 from pur¬ 
chasers Les Marsten and Sharon 
Wilkins The house, which had 
been donated to the town in 
1955, was run as a senior's home 
until this year. Town Council 
had decided to sell the property 
over a year ago and gave current 
tenants Don and Susan 
Habermehl until the end of the 
month to move out. Possession 
of the home is supposed to take 
place on September 1. 

Anderson said his lawyer has 
arranged to take the issue to 
court to have the by-law over¬ 
turned before that date. His case 


he said, is based on what he sees because the house was never 
as a conflict between the sale offered in public tender. 


Poplar debate 
continues

The debate over the fate of 
Didsbury poplar trees was 
opened again last week when 
town council voted to look fur¬ 
ther into the matter 

Several letters addressed to 
town council by local residents, 
concerned about the amount of 
seed "fluff' released by female 
poplar trees every spring, 
prompted the council to recon¬ 
sider a previous request to cut 
down the trees 

Local resident Cliff Howie 
had asked council to consider a 
policy for destroying the trees 
last month but the request was 
denied after council considered 
the cost to be prohibitive 
But the number of requests 
for reconsideration forced coun¬ 


cil to again send the matter to 
their Public Works committee 
for further research. 

But a by-law ordering local 
residents to cut down their trees 
and prohibiting the female trees 
in town may be unrealistic ac¬ 
cording to horticulturist Donna 
Balzer 

Balzer, who works in the 
Calgary' Zoo Horticulture de¬ 
partment. said it is impossible to 
tell the difference between male 
and female poplars except 
through genetic analysis. 

"You can’t just legislate 
against female poplars because 
nurseries can’t guarantee what 
they sell is male," Balzer said 

Balzer also said legislating 
against poplars as a whole has 
been done in some communities 
but it docs little to cut down on 
the "fluff* in rural areas because

wasn't appraised as to the market 
value which probably is around 
$80,000 although it should be ap¬ 
praised by an independent quali¬ 
fied appraiser to come up with the 
proper value It was also stated that 
it was purchased site unseen, but 
the purchaser has grown up in the 
town and was well aware of the 
house Docs this quick sale mean 
there arc underhanded dealings in¬ 
volved? This is something that 


municipal affairs should investi¬ 
gate possibly to clear the air Why 
wasn't this property put out for 
tender? This would only be the 
common sense wav of doing it and 
protect the taxpayer's interest 
Has this present council used 
good common sense in running our 
town or have they been misguided'' 
Viewing most available reports by 
individual councillors 1 am tired of 
hearing "meetings, meetings and 
meetings attended" w ith no discus¬ 
sion on what those meetings con¬ 
tained or results and advantages to 
the taxpayer These meetings do

A plea tor higher tobacco taxes 


Dear Editor: 

Much has been made of the 
Klein government asking Albertans 
to accept more than $ 190 million in 
health care cutbacks over the next 
fiscal year. However to this point 
very few positive solutions have 
been proposed 

T obacco use i s the lcadi ng avoid¬ 
able cause of disease and prema¬ 
ture death in Alberta Studies indi¬ 
cate that tobacco use is responsible 
for 15 percent of all hospital ad¬ 
missions. vet the Alberta govern¬ 
ment continucsto maintain the low¬ 
est overall tobacco taxes i n Canada 
There is a direct relationship be¬ 
tween tobacco pricing, tobacco 
consumption and resulting illness 
Alberta's tax policy places an addi¬ 
tional burden on our health care 
system at a time when the govern¬ 
ment is forcing hospitals to do more 
with less 

Our government could generate 
roughly $100 million in additional 
revenue annually simply by bring¬ 
ing Alberta's tobacco taxes in line 
with those of our neighboring prov¬ 
inces Increasing tobacco taxes 
would doubly benefit Albertans - 
first by raising funds to help main¬ 
tain existing standards of health 
care and second bv curbing to¬ 


bacco use. thereby reducing future 
demands on the system 

Ofall the strategics governments 
have adopted to reduce tobacco 
use. tax-induced price increases 
have proven to be the most effec¬ 
tive and most reliable A study 
recently released by the federal 
finance department confirms that 
tobacco tax increases produced a 
25 percent reduction in per capita 
cigarette consumption between 
1985 and 1991. 

Fromthecnd of World War II to 
the beginning of the 80's the real 
price of tobacco fell while personal 
disposable income grew As a re¬ 
sult. at the same time as we were 
becoming painfully aware of the 
magnitude of the health conse¬ 
quences of tobacco use, tobacco 
became more affordable and con¬ 
sumption rose Many of the people 
currently dying from smoking-re¬ 
lated diseases w ould probably never 
have started to smoke if cigarettes 
had not cost as little as they did in 
the 50's. 60's and 7()'s. 

In the early 80's most govern¬ 
ments woke up to the fact that their 
efforts to prevent tobacco use 
among young people were being 
thwarted by low tobacco prices. 
The most dramatic impact of the

policy is now seen in youth smok¬ 
ing rates. The relationship betw een 
pricing and teenage tobacco use in 
Canada is beyond doubt In 1979 
nearly half of 15 to 19-year-olds in 
Canada were smokers. By 1991, 
with tax increases making ciga¬ 
rettes less affordable to teenage 
incomes, the number of smokers in 
this age group was reported by 
Health and Welfare Canada to have 
fallen to 16 percent. This rate of 
reduction has been unparalleled in 
the world to date. 

Calculations by the Non-Smok¬ 
ers Rights Association show that 
somewhere between 670.000 and 
1.400,000 tobacco related deaths 
will be avoided among Canadians 
currently 15 years and older as a 
result oftobacco tax increases This 
number is equal to a city with a 
population between the current 
metropolitan areas of Calgary and 
Vancouver. 

Unfortunately for us. the Al¬ 
berta government hasn't woken up 
yet. Their policy of low tobacco 
taxes, combined with our prov¬ 
ince's high per capita disposable 
income has produced a deadly re¬ 
sult - Alberta has the highest smok¬ 
ing rates of any province west of 


Quebec These rates arc not a coin¬ 
cidence and arc a strong indication 
that depressed tobacco taxes are 
undermining our quality of life and 
placing an unnecessary burden on 
our health care system. 

Tobacco tax increases arc nec¬ 
essary if this government's efforts 
to reform health care arc to be 
taken seriously. Let's make sure 


that Alberta's health and fiscal poli¬ 
cies arc not working at cross pur¬ 
poses Tell your MLA it is time for 
a more progressive tobacco tax 
policy in Alberta

Colin is seven years old and 
can’t talk in complete sentences 
He has a severe communication 
difficulty. The medical profession 
is at a loss to find a diagnosis, but 
we do know that Colin has a muscle 
weakness This affects his muscles 
for speaking, for printing, and even 
for running and jumping 

Colin can. however, tell you 
what he did on his field trip today 
Colin talks using one or two words 
at a time He gets help with his 
talking from an assistant in his 
classroom and from an electronic 
communication device, a Touch 
Talker This is a portable computer 
that talks Colin keys in his mes¬ 
sage which is then spoken by an 
electronic voice. 

Colin came to the Speech and 
Language Program at Mount View 
Health Unit when he was two years 
old His parents were concerned 
that he wasn't talking Since that 
time, his family and many commu¬ 


nity agencies have joined together 
to help Colin He receives regular 
speech therapy through the health 
unit.

Refinishing business thrives in any economy 


Sometimes a recession can work 
in your favour especially if you 
nin a furniture restoration service. 

For nearly 20 years now. Geoff 
Simons hasbeen running his Cam¬ 
bridge Furniture Rcfinishcrs op¬ 
eration and says business these days 
could not be. better. 

"I'm very busy right now with 
projects and people bringing items 
in here I think possibly it's a re¬ 
verse of the economy, people can't 
afford to go on holidays so they 
start looking around their homes 
and trying to come up with ways to 
make their old furniture look bet¬ 
ter." said Simons who operates the 
business with his wife Clare. 

Making old furniture look bet¬ 
ter has been Simons' passion ever 
since hearing of the work a close 
friend had become involved with 
in Calgary a number of years ago 
Simons (who was living there at 
the time) was busy selling real 
estate when he became taken with 
the refinishing work of his friend 
"He had apprenticed as a furni¬ 
ture restorer in Ireland and had 
come out here to start up a business 
of his own I later formed a partner¬ 
ship with him and then bought him 
out a while after that." Simons said 
And so Cambridge Furniture 
Rcfinishcrs was born - a name 
Simons says has the perfect ring to 


it: a compliment to his own English 
heritage. "1 think there's only about 
four or five places in Calgary that 
have been around as long as we 
have It's taken a while, but we've 
managed to build up a bit of a name 
for ourselves now and arc quite 
pleased with the way business is 
going." 

One of the first jobs Simons can 
recall taking on was at what once 
was the Shcritan Summit Inn at the 
time, one of the tallest buildings in 
Calgary . Simons and his partner 
tediously refinished 100 chairs for 
$5 each At the time. Simons re¬ 
calls it seeming like a lot of money 
and a large account. 

Later, in an attempt to "get away 
from it all" Simons moved his busi¬ 
ness to the town of Didsbury where 
he eventually bought a piece of 
land one mile north of the 
campground and developed his 
shop 

"There was a lot of work that 
had to go into making this place 
functional The building was al¬ 
ready there, but we had to put in a 
lot of extras: septic tank, electric¬ 
ity. insulation and dry wall before it 
was even close to being workable." 

Presently. Simons is getting 
ready to start work on a new con¬ 
tract he just received again from 
CP Hotels. This isn’t the first time 


Cambridge Furniture has been 
called upon to do restorations for 
CP In the past he has taken on work 
at the Banff Springs and Palliscr 
Hotels. Jasper Park Lodge, and 
Chateau Lake Louise 

But Simons stresses while the 
large accounts arc certainly wel¬ 
come. good accounts come to Cam¬ 


bridge Furniture Rcfinishcrs in all 
sizes No matter what size of job 
needs to be done. Simons . Clare 
and tw o additional staff, strip, sand, 
repair, stain and lacquer their way 
through dozens of projects Their 
dedication to quality and detail is 
seldom found in more contempo¬ 
rary store-bought furniture designs 


"Furni lure t hese day s si mply i sn’t 
build as sturdily as it was in the 
past." he admits "Besides, antiques 
have their value too, often as fam¬ 
ily heirlooms that can be passed 
down through the generations.

Wetland weed could 
be in your garden 

A wetland weed which is present "Lvthnim is a very attractiv e plant." 


in many Alberta home gardens is 
on the move, according to Ducks 
Unlimited officials 

Purple Loosestrife or Lvthrum 
invades wetlands and gradually 
takes them over. The weed ulti¬ 
mately chokes out all native veg¬ 
etation. creating a dense purple 
landscape almost totally devoid of 
wildlife said Leslie Wetter, an 
agriologist with DU. Purple 
loosestrife came from Europe over 
a century ago Its unrelenting spread 
across North America was aided 
by the absence of native predators. 

In Alberta twenty sites where 
Lvthrum has escaped from gardens 
have been identified Elisabeth 
Beaubicn of the Alberta Native 
Plant Council has been involved in 
a number of clean up operations 
Beaubicn said it’s easy to get Pur¬ 
ple Loosestrife going; it produces 
three million seeds per plant, but 
it's a lot harder to stop when it 
escapes 

All forms of Lvthrum arc now 
considered noxious weeds under 
the Weed Control Act. There are 
no safe varieties as was previously 
thought and retailers may no longer 
sell it Shaffeek Ali. a supervisor 
with the weed control section of 
Alberta Agriculture, says recent 
studies in Manitoba show all 
Lvthrum varieties set seed, there¬ 
fore it is all considered noxious 
under the weed control act 

Roger Vick the curator of the 
University of Alberta Devonian 
Botanic Garden has some advice 
for home gardeners, pull it out. get 
the roots, put it in a black plastic 
bag and send it to a landfill Roger 
adds, toleration of Purple 
Loosestrife is like know ingly bring¬ 
ing an attractive but termite in¬ 
fested ornament into your home 
and ignoring the inevitable conse¬ 
quences 

Wetter couldn't agree more. 


he says. "It has a long pink or 
purple spike that flowers from July 
to September but its beauty isn't 
worth the devastation it causes in 
wetlands and to wildlife. It's dis¬ 
couraging to clean up sites and then 
drive through a town and see home¬ 
owners growing it in their back 
yards 

The irrigation districts are also 
concerned. Control of aquatic 
weeds costs them millions of dol¬ 
lars They don't like the thought of 
another weed Wild rice growers 
have also expressed a desire to see 
Lvthrum eradicated as it may im¬ 
pact on their crops. In addition, hay 
and grazing quality would decline 
if it escaped into prairie wetlands 
as cattle won't cat it The average 
gardener may not see the connec¬ 
tion between their Lythum and 
environmental and agricultural 
problems but a connection exists. 
Seeds from garden stock find their 
way into wetlands through storm 
drains, animals or on human feet. 
Migratory birds pick up seeds in 
their feathers and transport it to 
other wetlands A seed originating 
in Grande Prairie could end up 
colonizing an irrigation canal in 
Lethbridge The person responsi¬ 
ble could be the home gardener 
w ho produced the seed 

If you have Lythrum growing in 
your garden, the Alberta Purple 
Loosestrife action committee com¬ 
posed of many concerned Alberta 
organization wants you to destroy 
it as you would any other noxious 
weed Your local county weed in¬ 
spector can identify it 

"Gardeners aren't often law 
breakers." says Shaffeek Ali 
"Given the information. I’m sure 
they will do the right thing We’ve 
kept Alberta rat free we can keep it 
loosestrife free as well, but we 
need the home gardeners help "

Alberta’s first lottery fever 


K W Mackenzie's wooden rail¬ 
ing was hammered up by 3 p m on 
August 31.1908 It was his modest 
provision to keep the waiting land 
claimcrs in orderly line outside his 
Dominion Lands office at Sixth 
Street and Victoria Avenue (now 
106th Street and 100th Avenue) in 
Edmonton 

There had been some nasty land- 
fever scenes at this and other lands 
offices, where homesteads were 
disbursed to immigrantsand would- 
be farmers Men in queue for choice 
quarter-sections had been manhan¬ 
dled by gangs and shoved aside 
The Lethbridge Herald called these 
incidents "brutal, demoralizing and 
disgusting." suggesting that draw¬ 
ing of lots replace the traditional 
first-come first-served sy stem (The 
history of land-office violence ex¬ 
tended back to 1892, when the 
Dominion Government's threat to 
move the building to Strathcona 
nearly resulted in a pitched battle 
between Edmonton citizenry and 
the Mounties.) 

At 3 o'clock sharp, Steele 
Murdoch, an Edmonton tinsmith, 
took first place in line behind the 
railing It would, he knew, be an 
all-night wait until the office 
opened up at 9 a m the next day. 
As the Edmonton Bulletin put it, 
"All the odd-numbered sections of 
land in the last great West" would 
be open to claim. Understandably, 
sidewalk pundits laughed at the 
idea that Mackenzie's railing could 
preserve order with so much at 
stake 

By 7pm there were 30 appli¬ 
cants in the line By 10 p m their 
number had swelled to 70. and by 
8 a m the next day a crowd of 250 
was gathered alongside the railing. 
Thirty young men had trekked in 
60 miles from the Pembina River 
where they had their homesteads 
picked out and in some cases had 
squatted on them for over a year. 

Widow Margaret Conklin, from 
Chicago, was number 13. A self¬ 
less young man offered to wait in 
line for her overnight: she rested 
and resumed her place in the morn¬ 
ing "There was the tall lanky Da-

kota man with his heavy coat and 
upturned collar and pea straw 
hat (and) the bright active young 
fellow from Eastern Canada." the 
Bulletin reported "There was the 
unmistakable Londoner, the fair¬ 
haired Norwegian and the swarthy 
native of southern Europe For the 
most part, however, they were Brit¬ 
ish subjects of exceptionally high 
class." 

At 9 a m the would-be home¬ 
steaders were let into the building, 
ten at a time The process was kept 
orderly by a lone Royal North- 
West Mounted Police corporal and 
bv agent Mackenzie's railing. 
About 100 applications were han¬ 
dled the first day. The others in 
queue, given numbers fortheir place 
in line, returned as called over the 
next two days. Telegrams and let¬ 
ters of application w ere dealt with 
only after all those who had shown 
up in person were sent away satis¬ 
fied 

Widow Conklin got her quarter 
section, adjacent to that taken by 
an F. Reed, number 12. The 
Pembina squatters most surely got 
theirs. Mr. Mackenzie, walking the 
queue patiently to answer ques¬ 
tions and keep anxieties dow n. told 
a homesteader (actually an Edmon¬ 
ton Bulletin reporter in mufti, stand¬ 
ing on 1 inc to report on the proceed¬ 
ings) that even though the Pembina 
men were trespassers, if they had 
built and cleared land their claim 
would succeed 

Not all were so lucky An old 
man who waited third in line for 18 
hours was told the 160 acres he 
wanted was in a "pre-emption" area 
near the lands being opened up His 


claim would have to wait at least 
two weeks. 

Other Dominion Lands appl ica- 
tions were held in Alberta that day 
and many thousands of acres of 
land registered. Order prevailed in 
the capital because of one police 
corporal on watch, a land agent 


who walked the 1 i nc to answer ques¬ 
tions and show authority, and the 
helpful, constraining wooden rail 
(This story is one of hundreds 
appearing in "Alberta in the Twen¬ 
tieth Century." the magnificent 11- 
volumc history of our province 
being produced, one volume a year.
